Eorced to enlarge their ships until we 
liave now reached cruisers and battle 
ships of li.OOO to 10,000 tons. It is al- 
ready a question if these monster con- 
structions have not reached the capa 
city of one man to control, and if they 
have not reached a size and cost that 
make it inadvisable to go farther in the 
direction of greater size, in order to 
concentrate greater power in a single 
vessel. This question was raised years 
ago when vessels were much smaller 
than now, and the only practical answer 
has been still greater and greater in- 
crease in size aud cost; but, gentlemen, 
t has not been demonstrated that that 
answer was the correct one. The limit 
beyond which "»ro cannot go will come, 
and from the economical point of view 
should, in my judgment, come quick- 
ly. I have never been accused of exces- 
sively economical ideas; I would not 
weaken our national defence; I would 
not build inferior fleets for any amount 
of saving, however great, but I do pro- 
test that we are running riot in the mat- 
ter of the cost of our vessels. 
We are 


building vessels filled not only with 
necessities, 
means 
of 
offense 
and 


means of defence, but also, to a large ex 
tent, with luxuries, with duplicate and 
triplicate apparatus, because some one 
imagines that in some instance, under| 
some circumstance, it may 
be of 


some use. I 
believe that we are 


getting 
the 
most 
for the money 


spent; that it is timo to out off 
the luxuries, the duplicates and tripli 
cates, to u much greater extent; to 
standardize and simplify our vessels, 
aud to accept what perhaps may appear 
inferior units for the gain in numbers 
that can be constructed for the same 
cost, for the gain iu numbers that can 
be constructed in a given time. Such a 
policy, I believo, would result, through 
thn bettor understanding and more f* 
milianty of officers and crew, with their 
simpler ship, m greater strength of the 
unit aud for greater strength of our 
fleets. This I conceive to lm tlio policy 
followed by (!roat Britain. Tim features 
of her ships, differences in fitting!, de- 
creased cost and enormous saving io 
time of construction, are such aa would 
follow from it.

To many it signifies that the time has 


come for m change from sail to steam, a 
condition of things that, has long been 
predicted. 


If the experiments of Capt. Jacobs, 


and other* who promise to .follow his 
example, is successful, there is every 
reason to believe that the use of those 
auxiliary engines will become general, 
as it wonld rvquire very little alteration 
to metal one of these engines in the 
"ruu" of any fishing schooner, as C*pt! 
Jacobs proposes. 


The use of steam on fishing craft is by 


no means near. It is used to a great ex- 
tent aboard English fishing vessels, and 
where sail ia utilized, a hoisting engine 
to work the beam trawl is in use, but 
the tendency in that country is to dis- 
card sail for steam in the fisheries. 


Similarly in the recently developed 


fisheries in the northern Pacific the use 


i of steamers is fast superseding sailing 


Steam, however, J is necessary 


in those waters owing to the prolonged 
calms. 


On the New England coast the con 


ditions are different. 
The weather is 


favorable for wind especially iu winter 
and while calms prevail at times tbfere 
is generally plenty of natural motive 
power with which to get to market aud 
the need of steam for propulsion has 
not been apparent. 


Then, again, until the last 20 years the 


great bulk of the catch has beenjsaltod.

ried into a family of equal prominence 
with her own. 
The Clays and Hudsons 


probably lived in the rather KOTKOOIIS 
.stjle of the Virginia gentry, nnd if tbe 
Rev. John Clay was poor it wns no 
doubt due to the devastation wrought by 
the Revolutionary war.

unlikely that his poverty could have been 
so great as the story books would have 
us believe. 


Henry Clny did not accompany 
his 


mother and stepfather to Kentucky, but 
remained «i Richmond as deputy in the 
clerk's office and engaged in nroitvitinx 
his legal studies. The Watkinscs short- 
ly took charge of the only hostelry in 
Versailles, and "Wutkius" tavern" be- 
came fnmons in the surrounding country. 
They had a two story stone house built 
at-the corner of Main street aud Couit 
srrunre by Henry Metcalfe, at that time 
a. f-tont'mnson nnd afterward gm'trnor of 
Kentucky. 
Such places were a sort of 


political headquarters and a rendex\ oils 
for thu discussion of the news of the 
day Tit a time when news traveled only 
by stajre 
coach.

Mai^hnlls. the 


Crittendens, the Blackburns, the Clays*, 
the Watkinses and other prominent nn-li

Mrs. Watkius was full of spirit. KS a 


story told by one of her srand.sons. T. I!. 
Wntkins of Lexington, .prnve.s. He s.-ij s 
that the day aftei tho burial of Ifev 
John Clay, Ihe British Cnlonc! Tarletun 
made a raid into Virginia, and bis men 
devastated her place, 
Mrs. Clay n-pii- 


inaniled Tarletoii so severely that lie 
ornptierl n yac-k of coin on a table and 
told her to lake that for her losses. As 
so.in as Tarletoii left, Mrs. Clay scraped 
the money off into her apron and t h i e w 
it into the fire, saying that her band 
"should 
not be polluted 
with 
British 


K'dd." She seems to have been a noble 
woman, nun b reverenced b\ those w h o 
knew her well, aud with stiiUing iiidnid 
uality and nn imperious will.

The alarm was raised by our 


sentries, but before the fuH,exU-nt of the 
danger could be realized the outlying sau- 
gars had-'been rushed and their defenders 
slaiu.

On hearing the firing two companies 


of the Gordon highlanders went to the as- 
sistance of the ^fanchesters. At first it 
was thought that the Boers were coaeen- 
trftting on the southern slope, where they 
had already secured a footing on the pla- 
teau, iiere, however, their advance was 
checked by the steady volleys of our in- 
fantry and the deadly fire of an auto- 
matic gun. 


Charfre of ibe Gordon*. 


Lieutenant Hunt-Grubbe went out to 


see if any aid were needed by the troops 
stationed on the ridge near the town. He 
was not aware that the enemy had al- 
r«ady captured the breastworks and call- 
ed out to the sergeant. He received the 
reply, 'Here I am, sir,' and then lie sud- 
denly disappeared from sight. Captaiu 
Carnegie, suspecting u ruse, ordered the 
Gordons to tire a volley and to charge. 
The enemy thereupon fell back precipi- 
tately, \leariug behind them the officei 
whom they had captured with so much 
presence of miud. The lieutenant was 
quite unhurt. 


It was now evident that the camp was 


being assailed ou the left flank and on Lh« 
front. By daybreak re-enforcements ol 
Gordon highlauders and of the rifle bri- 
gade had beeu hurried up to the fighting 
line. 
Lieutenaut Colouel Dick-Cuuyug- 


ham, who was leading the Gordons out 
of camp, fell mortally wounded, beiug hit 
by a stray bullet while still close to thi 
town. The Fifty-third battery of field ar- 
tillery, under Major Abdy. crossed the 
Klip river ami shelled the ridge and re- 
verse slope of the front position, whore 
ihe enemy were lying auiong the thorn 
bushes. The shrapnel which flew ovoi 
our heads did terrible execution. It effect 
ually held the Boers in check and render- 
ed it impossible for them to send re-en- 
forcements to their men through the ra- 
vine. 


On Walton Hill. 


Meanwhile a more exciting contest was 


in progress in the direction of Wagon 
lull. At 2 o'clock a storming party fur- 
nished 
by the Harrismith commando 


wept slowly and cautiously along a don- 
ga in the valley which divides our posts 
froni their camp. A few well aimed rifle 
shots killed our pickets. Taking advan- 
tage of every iiu-h of cover, the Boors 
then gradually reached the crest of thy 
heights. Here n body ot" Light lioi-c 
was posted, but they were forced to re- 
tire before the advance of the Free Stat- 
ers, there being uo breastwoi ks fur de- 
fense on the western shoulder of the hill. 
With little to impede their progress tht 
openly soou came to an emplacement, 
w.he're they surpris-ed working parties of 
the Gordon highlanders and the Sixtieth 
rifles.

Death of Major Borren.

El Paso, Tex., Jan. IS.—A circular re- 


ceived in this city indicates that the Ya- 
qui Indians ha\v attempted to establish 
a form of civil government and proclaim 
the independence of Souora. The circular- 
is in the form of an appeal to the Amer- 
ican people and is signed by Manuel Sau- 
veda. president, and Teresa Duryea, Je- 
sus Escalente, Harry Herboi, John Dwy- 
er, Teuobanto and Julian Villa, members 
of the junta. 


The proclamation is dated Bavispe. So- 


nora, a town on the Bavispe river, one of 
tho streams that farther down form the 
Yaqui river, in an isolated region of Sier- 
ra MadrcF. The seat of government is lo- 
cated there and army headquarters at 
Oposura and Potam. The proclamation 
declares the object of the war is tbe in- 
dependence of Sonora, "because it is not 
right i hat a superior race should submit 
to an inferior.'' 


All Americans are invited to enlist, and 


a promise is made that in the event of 
Yaquiri triumph no foreigners 
except 


Americans will be allowed in Sonora for 
ten years. The circular says that when 
the Americans were lighting the Span- 
iards the Yao,uis offered the services of 
2..~>00 soldiers fresh fiom the battlefield, 
and the Mexican government, in its ha- 
tred of the United States, prevented the 
Yaquis helping them and ever since 
heaped injuiy and indignity upon 
Yaquis. 


It declares that the Mexican army is 


feomposed of robbers and convicts and has 
murdered Americans in order to put the 
blame on the Indians and prejudice 
Americans against them.

The cheap ones are 
liable to ;;et rusty and out of oreer. clog 
up. re-fust- to revolve, fail to explode the 
rartridjje and in various ways prove uu- 
i-ertuin and unavailable. 


If won- accuracy in target shooting is 


sought for, the heavy framed revolver of 
l^i caliber is easiest to become expert 
with. The recoil is slight, aud the ten- 
dency to overshoot is greatly lessened. 
But target shooting with these heavy, 
long barreled, small caliber weapons is 
mere gallery practice. It is not of prac- 
tical u^L' and must remain simply as an 
exhibition of indoor skill in a particular 
branch 
of revolver shooting.

shooting with the 44 caliber revolver, 
when practiced iu the open and at dis- 
tances up to 
T>0 yards, requires great 


skill. All such shooting is done offhand 
by ihe experts. These large weapons 
cannot, of course, be carried except iu a 
belt.

Learn your weapon thoroughly.

Don't use a revolver 


that shcots to either one side or the oth- 
er. 
Shoot by intuitive judgment, not by 


taking aim, but simply by holding the re- 
volver lirmly and gptung'tbe angle with 
both ryes, as a wing shot does with a 
shotgun or a skilled archer does with a 
bow. 
A man should be able in this way 


to shoot a squirrel out of a tree or even a 
duck on the water a good, long distance
